The Chief Rabbinate. 


NEXT THURSDAY marks the twentieth anniversary of Dr, 
HERTZ'’S election to the oftice of Chief Rabbi. There is room 
for sincere congratulation to Dr. HERTZ on that fact, though 
fortunately this is not the moment at which to appraise his 
work for the Community. This much, however, can be said, 
and, in fairness, should not be omitted. ‘There will always be 
critics who lament that this or that public man, or this or that 
institution, does not live up to past examples—to which the 
immortal answer, given by a famous editor when he was told 
that his paper was not as good as it once was, is not 
inappropriate— it never was!” It would be easy to point to 
things which might have been done, but were not, or to others 
which were done but might better have been left undone. But 
that would only be to say again what has been said many a time 
before—that the object of the criticism is only human, and the 
Jewish, like any other. Community, is not fruitful in super- 
men. The Chief Rabbinate is not a bed of roses. We imagine 
that there has been hardly an incumbent of the office who has 
not regarded it as the reward of ambition rather than the gift 
of good fortune. It demands the possession of many signal 
qualities—scholarship, tact, courage, energy and_ invincible 
patience—such as are not often found faultlessly combined 
in a single individual. And it demands a flock to match! It 
may truly be said that if we have not secured the ideal Chief 
Rabbi, neither is British Jewry the ideal Community. And if 
we still want to know how exacting the position of Chief 
Rabbi is, we have only to recall how difficult it is to fill it 
whenever it falls vacant. | 

Of more importance, however, is it to take a glance at the 
office itself. As an institution, the Chief Rabbinate is an 
anomaly. Itsexistence has no justification in Jewish tradition. 
There is nothing really comparable with it among Jewries 
abroad. And it does not really measure up to its somewhat 
grandiloquent title. “ Chief" suggests a number of secondaries, 
all acknowledging the chieftaincy. But we all know well enough 
that that is not the case with our Chief Rabbinate. The 
name is meant to imp'y a sort of pr.macy over spiritual leaders 
in this country and even in the Dominions beyond the seas, 
But there is a Chief Rabbi in South Africa, another in Ire‘and, 


a-danother in Scotland, while we do not know how many 
others have set up as Chief Ribbis with indifferent success! 
Nor does the writ of Dr. HERTZ run freely among all the 
numerous congregations in this country. The Federation of 
Synagogu s does not acknowledge it, and rts authority in many 
other quarcvers is weak, In fact, if we are honest with oure- 
selves, we will. admit that the holder of the office is more 
nearly Chief Rabbi of the. United Synagogue than anything 
elsoand even here his powers by no means go unchallenged, 
as the variations of the Service in Constituent Synagogues 
prove, Livery attempt to enlarge those powers prov ok a 
shrill outery on the part of those who resent what they ca‘! 
the setting up of an episcopacy in the Community, or of those 
who believe their rights and liberties threatened. In the case 
of the Slaughter of Animals Bill, the criginal intention was to 
make the CHTEF RABBI tho sole li enser of Shochetim, but i 
had to be abandoned in face of opposition. In sort, the Chiet 
Rabbinat2 is chief,” and its ;owers are fettered, 

There is another fact th it musi not be overlooked, A Chiuiel 
Rabbi has not the opportunity for initiative that should 
properly belong to him and would probably be his crowning 
merit. The Community has never really acg nred the habit of 
looking’to him for leadership. and if he attempted it he would 
have to reckon with lay leaders who might have totally di tlorent 
ideas, if they had any at all, and proceed to enforée them in 
lordly fashion, *In fact, there is no clear line of Cemurcat on 
between the lay and the clerical heads of the Community—and 
money still talks, as it did, for instance, in the housing of Jews’ 
College in the Communal Centre. [t is not surprising that in. 
all this welter of confusion and make-beleve, the Communit, 
develops an-apathy which; intts turn, is fatal-to eonstructive 
policies, and sets serious limits to the utility of the Chie! 
Rabbinate, 

Doers all this mean that the Chief Rabbinate is a usele 
anachronism, and that English Jewry will have seriously to con 
sider the question of its continuance when the occasion arises ’ 
We think not. ‘The office has assuredly served its purpose 
many purpo:es—to a considerable extent, despite its handicaps, 
it does give religious direction to many whoare ready to hearken 
to it. It is a cohesive and unifying religious force, up to a 
point, and could be made more so. It does perform many 
routine functions, such as giving rulings on religious questions, 
engaging in work on the Beth Din, opening new Synagogues, 
visiting country congregations, adjusting congregational difli 
culties, and so forth, And it does act as Jewry’s ecclesiastical 
representative to other communities, enabling us to take our 
place side by side with others in various departments of national 
activity. It is convenient that the nation in genera! should 
know where to turn for Jewish co-operation, and the remark- 
able fact, in view of all we have written above, is that it turns 
a'most invariably to the CHIgeF RABBI, and not to our lay 
leaders (whoever, precisely, they may be!) One other point 
deserves to. be mentioned. The Chief Rabbinate offers a prize 
to bo sought by able and ambitious Ministers. tn fact, 1! 
is the on'y one, and we should be ill-advised to abolish it ata 
time when we are crying aloud for voung men of promise to 
join the Ministerial ranks. 

The object to be pursued, in short, is not to scrap the 
office—we cannot afford to sacrifice any important religious 
agency in these times—but to strengthen it. At present, it is 
overloade] with a swarm of minor duties, release from which 
would set it free for what is the major purpose of our time, the 
preservation of Judaism in these islands. A Chief Rabbi 
lannching us on new readsto this vital end, and doirig so with 
inspiration and vigour, would soon add to the stature of his 
office, even if he could not always command universal assent. 
Indeed, our ecclesiastical system should be taken firmly in hand, 
and re-organised in such a way that the CHter RABBI should 
becom? the apex of a symmetrical and country-wide org.in- 
isation with all the prestige and power that that would 
confer. The extension of the United Synagogue into the 
Provinces for instance—so often spoken of—would immediately 
extend and solidify his influence. It might be useful also if 
thee were attached to the office a sort of lay Council with 
whom the CHIEF RABBI might consult on policy ani who would 
transmit to him the opinions and feelings of the Community. 
But in all these matters there seem an absence of leadership 
and a paralysis of will which we seem unable to overcome. It 
is constructive statesmansbip that we stand sorely in neod of.

The Suicide of Polish Jewry. 


There are some things that only the pen of a grim satiiist 
could do justice to. The situation among the Polish Jews is one v! 
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them. This community of three-and-a-quarter million souls has 
just come through a period during which many of its members 
were exposed to brutal attack. Side by side with this external 
comity exist conditions of domestic distress unparalleled in any 
of the scattered Jewries to-day. Heartrending accounts reach u« 
this week concerning the children in particular, among whom na 
state of “ terrible misery " is reported on high authority. Starving 
and bare-foot, thes cannot drag themselves to school. in these 
winter frosts. A leading communal worker in Vilna describes the 
little ones as “ emaciated, weak, apathetic, neglected.” From Grodno 
come reports that delegations of teachers from the districts al! 
around tell terrible tales about the distress.’ And THe Jewish 
CHRONICLE: correspondent in Warsaw confirms these deplorable 
stories in every respect. In a despatch from him printed tast week 
he pictured the ‘position of Polish Jewry as the worst ever experi- 
enced. Hunger-and distress have reached the lowest dept trs,. 
rhousands are without food. Armies of Jewish boys areMorced 
into the ranks of Communism, and Jewish girls of te nder ale inte y 
life of infamy. Jewish craftsmen are’ begging in the streets 
Lawvers desperately seek work in return for a meal. Poets 


‘ramp the villages in search of food, and artists sell their wor! 


for a crust of dry bread. Jewish towns are ruined. “ Children 
die in the streets like helpless frozen birds.” And each hour 
beings new victins, new suicides. new cases of starvation ‘This 
is the Dantesque picture presented to our eves. In such 


tragic circumstances it might have been thought that the Com- 
munity would have sunk all its notorious factiousness and united 
in a stern struggle to avert disaster. But not at all. A scheme was 
launched to create a Jewish Council to succour the ueedy and 
buttress up the tottering economic structure of the Community. It 
ivoke down under the invincible contentiousness of the leaders. 
The parties could not agree on methods, except that each was 
dlamant in the conviction that its own programme was the best. 
They contended not for the bodies and souls.of their coreligionists, 
hut for their own pet ideas and influence. Could such a report be 
wr.tten ofany other body of men and women anywhere in the world? 
We doubt it. Better that men should despair_and children go 
hungry, than that squabbling factions should combine for the 
common good! It is a disgraceful and contemptible spectacle. and 
those who are guilty of it can expect neither sympathy. abroad nor 
governmental consideration at home. Men who insist on dving 
usually contrive to have their way. “ Who will save Polish Jewry ? 
asks the correspondeut quoted above. ~ Whowill save Polish Jewry 
from itself?” is the apter question in the scandalous conditions we 
huve described, 


Anti Isaacs. 

We gather from a well-known Australian contemporary that 
there is an ugly movement in Australia against its Jewish Governor-~ 
General, Sir Isaac Isaacs. Antipathy to Sir Isuac, we are told, } 
being “fostered by a group hall-marked by Melbourne society, 
‘culture, and club-life.” The Governor-General, we learn. is being 
cold-shouldered because the particular politico-social set prefer fhe 
traditjon under which the Crown appointed some British peer. or, 
if no! a peer, then at least a British baronet or knight. Worse still, 
he belongs to a race which the local club-men taboo. .“ Melourne’s 
Naicest,” it seems, belong to clubs which haintually exclude 
members of Sir Isaac's faith and race. The tuft4diunters sigh 
for the advent of some wealthy English lord who would make a 
card of private entree to Government House something which the, 
would think worth fighting for. And is tt not obvious that a 
Governor-General living less in social retirement than the “ plain 
living and high-thinking ” Sir Isaac Isaacs “ would give even to a 
C.M.G. so many more opportunities to sport his ribbon and 
ironmongery"? Soa whispering campaign has been set afoot that 
a real live British peer is to succeed the present Governor-General 
in control of democratic Australia, and hopes are cherished that the 
venerable Sir Isaac will gracefully make way for him. before his 
termisup. How much ofall this is true we have no means of know- 
ing. We should hate to think that a Dominion so advanced in 
thought as Australia, would descend to aytics worthy of a 
bunch of despicable snobs or anti-Semitic scallywags, ands” 
their conduct would be particularly inappropriate perhaps 
against a Jewish official with whom his coreligionists have 
found fault because of his alleged inadequate association with 
Jewish affairs. We note, however, that prominent Australian poli- 
ticians accused of participating in the vendetta have given formal 
denials or explanations, which is as well, seeing that Sir Isaac is 
not the only Isaacs who has occupied a similarly .bigh position ut 
the head of a great British Dominion or Depemency. and that he 
is the personal representative of His Majesty the hing! - It may be. 
that the whole story is part of some political intrigue—it would not 
be surprising. We remember the etymological significance of the 
Hebrew equivalent of Isaac—* laughter.” “And Sarah laughed!” 
Perhaps that is the best thing we could do, too!

Dr. Eichholz took a deep interest in social work. He. was 
President in 1912 of the East End Social Club for’ Jewish Deaf and 
Dumb, a Vice-President of the Jewish Health Organisation of 
Gireat Britain and Chairman of the New West End Synagogue 
League of Social Service. He was prominently identified with most 
of the educational movements in the Community, being Chairman 
of the Central Committee for Jewish Education and a member of 
the Exeeutive of the Jewish Memorial Council. He .was also 
President of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, having 
been elected in succession to Mr. Frank I. Lyons in 1923, and a Vice- 
President of the Jewish Religious Education Board. The Hampstead 
and West Ham Religion Classes and the West Ham Talmud Torah 
are institutions,in which Dr. Eichholz was always interested. 

The deceased was married in 1895 to Ruth, second daughter of 
the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler. In all his work for religious 
education he received keen support from his wife, who is also a 
prominent social worker. He is survived by her and by his three sons. 

Dr. Eichholz was made a Commander of the Order of the British 
Empire in 1919, in recognition of his work in connection with the 
health of munition workers during the War and for his educa- 
tional work. He was at one time President of the Palestine 
Society and was a member of the Maccabeans. He was a member 


- ofthe Departmental Committee on the Causes and Prevention of 


Blindness in 1922. In his work of inspecting the school medical 


service, he was known by nearly all local education authorities in 
England and Wales; and his services for blind, deaf and otherwise 
afflicted children and for blind workers, are memorable. After his 
retirement from the Board of Education in 1930, Dr. Eichholz 
took an inguiry for the Board and the Ministry of Health into the 
BOcial conditions of the deaf. This took two years to complete, and 
when it was published at the end of last year it appeared under the 
name of the investigator (a unique distinction). The deceased was 
an active member of the Council of the National Institute for the 


Blind, and was engaged on committee work for the Institute until 
a few days before his death. .

His clear, penetrating, intellectual vision, his wealth of knowledge, his 
profound insight into roen’s motives, bis fine gift of expression, all con 
tributed to the growth and proper organisation of all the relivious 
incational agencies inthe Community. The secret of his success was in 
his spirit of res lution, of perseverance, his unflagging zeal, his cheerful 
pfimism and infinite capacity for work. He laboured to the last with 
indefatigable energy, and it was immediately after his attendance at a 
‘athering of the New West End Synagogue League of Social Service that 
he was attacked by his last illness. Dr. Eichholz stood at the cradle of a 
number of our educational organisations, and many of them would neve: 
have been called into existence had it not been for his urging. No man 
has #0 identified hinself with the destiny of a great organisation such as 
the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, and no organisation has so 
wholly wrapped itself around a great personality. Such an influence 
cannot die. It is as eternal as the eternal foundations of this earth. 


Mr. Herbert M. ADLER, Director of Jewish Education, writes: 

With the passing of Alfred Eichholz, Jewish education has suffered 
irretrievable loss. He was a pioneer and those who have worked 
intimately with him will feel that as a leader, a counsellor and a friend. 
he has left a void that can never be filled. I met him first in Cambridge 
some forty years ago when, still in my last year at school, I remember 
well how attracted I was by the freshness of his out!ook, by his extreme 
modesty in all that concerned himself and by the interest he seemed to 
take in the ideas and hopes of a mere lad of seventeen, still quite unknown 
tohim. A year later, when I had entered the new world of the University, 
| was constantly a visitor in his rooms. He was under the spell, as so 
many of us came to be, of that intellectual giant, Schechter. From him 
he bad canght an overmastering belief in the vitality and growth of 
Judaism and an intense admiration for its literature. Already then he was 
casting about for mcans to serve its cause. In my second year he married 
my cousn, Ruth Adler. The pleasant house on the outskirts of Cam 
bridge became a rendezvous for all Jewish undergraduates, and weck afte: 
week on Baturday afternoons they used to foregather there. - Later, in 
London, at the prompting of Michael Lange, he drew round himself a 
Jittle circle of men, mostly fresh from Cambridge, who were anxious 
to discuss together their ideas of what Judaism is and what it ought 
to stand for. And so the little “Pi Society” was formed. About 
the year 1910, the Union of Hebrew Classes Was formed. It began 
withan approach which the late Frank Lyons made to Eichholz and 
myself. The Kev. A. A. Green, too, was one of the moving spirits in this 
early endeavour. Lichholz realised at once the big potentialities of such: 
a scheme, but he foresaw that its success must depend largely on 
the effectiveness of the supervisory committec. The “Pi Society ” 
provided the nucleus of this body, and thus the new venture became 
a labour of love to us all; for we were now not merely talking, 
but putting our shoulders to the wheel of a practical -undertaking. 
After the War, a much larger scheme took shape under the Jewish 
War Memorial for the co-ordination of Jewish education not merely in 
Lomion but further afield in the Provinces, and even-for the formation of 
links with the Dominion Commmunitics. Dr. E chholz was the obvious 
Chairman of the new Central Committee for Jewish Education, and he 
threw himself into this larger field with all his early energy. He was never 
content that we should rest on our oars, but he was always feeling out for 
new paths to progress. His simplicity and his cheerfulness disarmed all 
fractious opposition. He was impassive only at any attempt at display. 
He had a. delightful humour. too, that helped him to control difficult 
meetings without seeming effort. jut he never provoked a laugh at any 
one ¢ise’s expense. His fellows’ honour was:-indeed as dear to him as his 
own. With such aman, who would not have been happy and proud to serve’ 
Again and again | have come away. from a talk with him on some anxious 
problem, not merely seeipg clearer and feeling surer, but filled with a con- 
sciousness of a spirit keen to see the right, bold and unhesitating to pursue 
it, because within it there was no leaven of self-protection ot self-assertion. 


Mr. DAvip SHARP, Representative of the Horton and Shoreditch 
(Associate) Synagogue at the Union of Religion Classes, writes : 

The death of Dr. Alfred Eichholz has robbed the Jewish Community 
of one of its most ardent workers in the cause of Jewish education, I had 
the privilege and pleasure of knowing him for about twenty years. Inthe 
early days, woile | was Warden of the Hammersmith Synagogue, where he 
served on its Poard of Management,for many years, he was always ready 
to give of his best in the interest of the Synagogue. In later years, 1 served 
under him as a Representative at the Union of Religion Classes, and one 
hac. te notice particularly his extreme kindness and courtesy to everyone, 
especially to newcomers at the Union. When they came for advice about 
new sets of classes, he always encouragedthem with words of wisdom, 
and with practical suggestions helped to put life into the work. 


BURGOMASTER F. C. VAN LIER (Makasser).

News reached his family in Amsterdam of the death last week 
in Makasser (Dutch East Indies) of Engineer F. C. van Lier, Burgo- 
master of that city. The deceased, who was fifty-four vears of age, was 
the scion of an old Amsterdam orthodox family, and, since 1915, 
when he left Holland to take up Government service in the Dutch 
Indies, he was a prominent public figure. For some years he held 
the post of Inspector of Mines, and, as the result of his organising 
talent, was entrusted with other Governmental positions which he 
filled with conspicuous ability. He identified himself prominently 
with Jewish communal life, and took a leading part in organising 
his coreligionists in the East, His demise will be keenly felt by the 
Dutch Indies Society for Jewish Interests, of which he was one of 
the most active members.

The death has occurred at the age of sixtyihree, at Bloem- 
fontein, of Mr. Ivan Haarburger, one of the leaders of the Jewish

from Germany in 1888, and soon distinguished himself as a pioneer 
of commercial and public life. He became a Justice of the Peace and 
occupied a number of important posts in the municipal life and in 
the Jewish Community. He was a former President of the 
Associated Clhaambers of Commerce. and he was twice President of 
the With 4 of Bloemfontein lie wasa keen Zionist 
had been many times President of Keren Havesod Committees.

BE. MONTEFIORE, 
Lieut.-Col. Emanuel Montefiore, who died last week in ‘his 
ninety-first vear, Was the Youngest son of the late Mr. Horatio J. 
Montefiore. Born in 1842, he entered the Bombay Artillery in 1360 
and served for twenty-one years in India and the West Indies. He 
was married in 1878 to Josephine, only daughter of the late Dr 
Amos Henriques, The deceased undertook a gor d deal of lewish 
communal work. He was at.one time Commandant of the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade, and was on the Council of the West London Svna. 
gogue. He had been Assistant secretary of the lat it Girvanisation 
Society, and took a verv active part in its work. In 1884 he was 
appointed Secretary to the Medical Advisory Committee. and the 
system of almoners which now plays an important part in the work 
of most hospitals developed from his original scheme. He wasalso 
a member of the Board of the Metropolitan Hospital. 
Mr. H. W. SHEPPARD, 
Dr. CECLL ROTH writes: 
The passing of Heury Winter Sheppard, wifose death was announced 
last Friday, will be mourned by a wide circle of Jewist friends.” A’ wan 
of modest independent means, he had devoted his life to the study of the 
Hebrew Bible. A little table was set aside for his use in the British 
Museum, where his manuscript note-books had been accepted during his 
life-time —a unique compliment —as an addition tothe Library. Sheppard's 
greatest enthusiasmin ‘was the Massorah and particularly the Neginoth of 
the Psalms. -He was convinced that these little markings on the tradi- 
tional text of the Scriptures were not placed arbitrarily ; that cach has its 
own value ; that the whole system i a faithtul guide to the proper recita 
tion : and that even what seem to us irregularities all have their cxplana 
tion. Many manuscripts whiclhi were generally regarded as careless on 
corrupt, he considered to represent a distinctive tradition, perhaps older 
and more reliable than the accepted one. All of this he demonstrated by 
a series of somewhat involved diagrams indicating the proper rhythin and 
punctuation-of the text. To the uninitiated, it may have seemed trivial. 
But, as a matter of fact, Sheppard was performing a great service to 
Jewish scholarship, in demonstrating that the Massoretes, upon whom so 
much ridicule has besn poured, were essentially sane, careful and 
rational scholars, 


THe Late Mr. ALEXANDER GOLLANCZ, 

The Rev. J. F. STERN, C.B.E., writes : 

Although Alexander Gollancz did not aspire to a public career and 
sought no place in the realm of scholarship and letters as did his two 
distinguished brothers, he stood out prominently as a layman who 
throughout his life adhered tothe Orthodox tradition in which he had been 
reared and, as his frequent letters to THE Jh\VISH CHRONICLE on current 
questions of the day testified, followed the trend of Jewish communal life 
with keen interest and with the earnest desire to say a word in due scason 
in promotion of the many causes, religious, social and charitable, that 
made appeal to him. 


Dr. DAVIp ALKALAY, the President of the Zionist Federation in Jugo.- 
slavia. has died, at the age of seventy-one, in Belgrade. He was the first 
Jew at the Serbian Bar to hold a.Doctorate of Law. He was for seventeen 
vears continuously a member of the Presidium of the Belgrade Jewish 
Community, and he was Vice-President at the time the new Great 
Synagogue was built, the consecration ceremony having been attended by 
the late King Peter, father of the present king. He was the delegate of: 
the Belgrade Zionists to the first Zionist Congress and attended many 
subsequent Congresses. He was at one time a member of the Zionist 
Actions Committee. He often met Dr. Herzl, and is said to be the 
original of Aladin, the head of the Land Purchase Department in Dr. 
Herzi’s “ Old New Land.” 

The Rev. Isaac OstTROFF, Reader of the South-West London (Associate) 
Synagogue, has died at the age of fifty-three. He was Superintendent of 
the Synagogue Classes and an active worker for the Congregation. 


The death occurred on Thursday of last week of Mrs. DoRA COWEN, 
widow of the late Joseph Cowen, the well-known Zionist leader and a 
Director of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. Mrs. Cowen was a sister of Dr, 
M. D. Eder. The funeral was at Willesdenon Sunday. 


The Rey. A. H. SAYCE, who died on Saturday last, in his eighty-eighth 
vear. was one of the most eminent of British archwologists. He was, for 
twenty-eight years, Professor of Assyriology at Oxford University. He 
was a competent classical and Hebrew scholar and was convinced that the 
Higher Criticism of the Bible was «at variance with the facts. His 
researches were devoted largely to elucidating the background of the 
Hebrew Scriptures. 

Masor E. 8. NEILL, a former officer of the 38th Royal Fusiliers (First 


Jewish Battalion), has died in Johannesburg as the result of an accident. 
He received the D.S.O. for his able handling of the battalion (of which he 
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was placed in command when it formed part of “ Patterson's Colamn”™)! 
in the operations which led to the capture Of the Umm esh Shert Ford on 
the Jordan, for which the Jewish troops received warm commendation 
from General Allenby. 


Mr. LEO. WISE, son of Rabbi Isaac M. Wise, the founder of Reform 
Judaism in America, has died in Cincinnatti in his eighty-fourth year, a 
week after his wife. Mr. Wise had been for thirty years the Editor and 
Publisher of the AMPRICAN ISRAELITE founded by his father, and held 
this position until 19.8. 

Mr. ARTHUR LEWIS. who died last week, was a noted worker for Newcastie 
Jew ry and Friendly Societies. lie had held every olfice in No, 14 Lodge, New 
eastie branch of the Grand Order of Israel, and was connected with numerous 
charitable organisations

Joseph Polack Memorial. 
MEETING.: TO SUPPORT SCHEME. 

\ Public Meeting in support of the scheme to found a Joseph Polack 
Memorial Scholarship for Clifton boys tenable at Cambridge as a memorial 
to the Rey. J. Polack, who for many years pre sided over the Jewish Honus: 
at Clifton, was held on Monday evening in the Rose Hertz Hall of the 
(Communal Centre. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, K.D.E., presided, and among those who 
mhtiressed the meeting weasethe Rt. Rev. the Lord Bishop of Liverpool, 
Dr. A. A. David, a former Headmaster of Clifton. Sir Robs rt. reada 
number of letters supporting the scheme. 

Mr. Albert J. Polack, a son ofthe late Mr. Polack, wrote: * I need 
not say how grateful lam for all that is: being done to perpetuate my 
father’s memory . .. The form ofthe Memorial is one my father would 
have lked above all others, as Clifton and this House were quite the main 
interests in his life and this scholarship bencfits both indiscriminately.” 

A brother, Mr. Philip Polack, also wrote expressing appreciation of 
the movement set on foot ** and the admirable form which you propose the 
Memorial shall take.” 

Mr. King, a former Headmaster of C ifton, expressed sympathy in his 
letter with the proposed Memorial and Dr. Vanghan, former Headmaster 
of Rugby, sent a communication in which he spoke of Mr. Polack’s generous 
nature and devotion. 

Sir Robert announced that the Headmaster of Clifton, Mr. Whatley, 
was unable to be present owing to ind sposition, and that he wrote express- 
ing his great pleasure at this Memorial. In his stead Mr. F. Lutton Carter, 
the acting Headmaster, had come up especially from Clifton to be present. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN said it would have given, he felt sure, 
especial pleasure to Joseph Polack that his memory should be perpetuatecL 
in connection with a scholarship to Cambridge attached to the School to 
which he devoted his life. To aman of his wide sympathies many causes 
were dear, but during the forty years in which they knew him none could 
compare with his devotion to Clifton. And so their first thought was to 
call together representatives of every generation of his Clifton pupils, and 
to these were joined representatives of colleagues on the staff.of the 
School and of his friends in Bristol, and Bristol University to which he 
was attached for many years. Consultation between all those who felt 
the desire to do honour to so widely beloved a man involved a yery large 
amount of correspondence, but complete unanimity was found to exist 
among all these representatives of his friends in many fields, and so 
the Committee decided to embark upon the scheme which was now 
before them. Other suggestions occurred to all of them, but this 
plan appealed, so strongly to the great majority that they wunani- 
mously decided upon it. And now the time had come when he had no 
doubt that that great host of friends who his loss and realis«c d the 
noble and notable service he rendered, both to Clifton and to the Anglo- 
Jewish Community, would join in making this effort worthy to stand as a 
memorial to him. Many would only be able to make comparatively small 
contributions; others had made and would, he hoped, make large one3. 
But the important thing was that all those who honoured his memory 
should share in the memorial according to their ability whether their gifts 
be small or large. 

In his address the BISHOP OF LIVERPOOL paid a great tribute to Mr. 
Polack and, referring to the proposed memorial, said he was quite sure 
they were right to encourage the flow of what he might call the public 
school class into those two Universities, and he was delighted to hear that 
if the scheme went through there would be a continual stream of that kind 
of boy coming through Clifton to Cambridge. It was a generous thing for 
the Committee to have decided that the scholarship should not be limited 
to Polack’s House, but should be open to the whole school... In that 
respect they had done exactly what Polack would have liked. He 
always put the school first. Their memorial gave a worthy expression to 
that homage which the world Would always pay to men holy and humble 
of heart. 

The Rt. Hon. J. H. WHirtey, former Speaker of the House of 
Commons, said he was delighted to be present as President of the School 
in support of the proposal, 

Mr. F, LUTTON CARTER spoke of Mr. Polack’s gentleness, sympathy 
and courage in those dark days of the war when he suffered so many 
bereavements. He taught them all a lesson of how to grow old happily.

It is stated that the income during th: 
vear 1932 had enabled the Synagogue to meet its expenditure, with a surplus 


balance of £127. The income from Finta and Offerings by the Yeliidim 
showed a decline of £285 from the amount received in the previous twelve 
months. THe sum of £2,085, Interest on Invested Funds (Income Tax 
deducted), represented the approximate amount that might henceforth be 
expected to be received under this head consequent on the virtual settle. 
ment of the Wiener Bequest. 

The Report records that the Hebrew and religious education of the 
children of the Congregation residing in the East End had been carried on 
satisfactorily, and that the Sefardi Literary Society, which had entered 
its tenth year of existence, had, under the Presidency of Dr. Lionel D. 
barnett during the last three years, served the Congregation in maintaining 
various intelectual and social activities. 


Antiquities. 


Among the other matters dealt with in the Report is that of a 
Congregational Exhibition, in reference to which it is stated that the 
Mahamad appointed a Sub-Committee consisting of the Rev. D. Bueno de 
Mesquita, Dr. L. D. Barnett and Mr. John Sebag-Montefiore to consider 
the preparation of an Exhibition of documents and other objects of 
congregational interest. . The Sub-Committee had given to the proposal 
careful consideration, and had recommended that the Exhibition be held 
on April 25rd at the Vestry Room in Heneage Lane. It was proposed 
that, subject to the approval of the Elders, a considerable number of 
objects belonging to the Montefiore Museum at Ramsgate should be placed 
on view for the benefit of those who would attend the Congregational 
Exhibition in London. . 

A discussion was opened on the initiative of Mr. Nahon in which Mr. 
(. E. Sebag-Montefiore took the leading part, as to the intervals between 
the Services on Yom Kippur, and Mr. Montefiore gave notice of motion 
that there should be ten minutes interval between each Service on Youn 
Kippur. 

Both the RefPort and Accounts were Carried. 

A large number of monetary votes were agreed to for the coming year, 
including the sum of £1,000 to the Board of Guardians for the relief of the 
poor, 

The Memorandum of Agreement was placed before the meeting in 
connection with the Agreement, under the auspices of the Board of 
Deputies, with regard to the licensing of Shochetim, signed by representa. 
tives of the Congregation. 

On the question of providing Hebrew and religious instruction at 
Lauderdale Road Synagogue, Mr. John Sebag-Montetiore abnounced that the 
circulars which they had sent out had elicited a very poor response. This, 
however, did not mean that the youth of their Congregation did not receive 
religious education. But the fact was that it was spread over a wide area 
and that those for whom the classes would be of very great benefit were 
outside the scope of such classes so far as distance was concerned. Of 
these, the vast majority obtained religious education. The question was 
“ Did they want to run Religions Classes at Lauderdale Road”” They 
had done it before, and they existed for about four or five years. 
Mr. Montefiore said that the religious training of the sons and 
daughters of the Congregants had been thoroughly maintained but not by 
Classes yun by the Synagogue, and the Mahamad had no special recom. 
mendation to bring before them. 

, Mr. D. A. Romain said there was no demand for such Classes and any 
money spent on them woull be more profitably.expended on the Classes 
in the East End. 

The matter was then dropped.

Liberal Jewish Synagogue. 
CLUB FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 


A notable contribution is being made by the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, 
St. John’s Wood Road, to the national effort to relieve the problem of the 
occupation of the unemployed during their enforced idleness. Those who 
heard the “8.0.8.” talks of H.R.H. the Prince of Wales and others will 
know that up and down the country clubs for the unemployed and 
vocational centres have come into being, and that their usefulness is 
unguestioned. The Council of the Liberal Synagogue placed a room at 
the disposal of unemployed men of St. Marylebone, in conjunction with 
the local Labour Exchange, and a Club was started six weeks ago. Already 
the membership totals over 200 and the room is crowded every day (except 
Saturdays and Sundays) with men who are glad to find a meeting- 
place where they can play draughts, chess, dominoes and other games, 
in addition to reading the newspapers, books and ‘magazines. The 
club is self-managed, and the supervisor is one of the unemployed. 
A canteen has been established and there is a properly organised physical 
training class. The Marylebone Cricket Club are allowing the members 
‘the use of nets at Lord's for cricket practice. The club is entirely 
undéenominational, and it is important to note that it is ho part of the 
purpose of the club to find employment or to give relief of any kind,

BAKING OF MATZOTH IN RUSSIA, 


In view of reports which have recently appeared in certain Continental 
newspapers to the effect that the baking of Matzoth will be prohibited by 
the Soviet Authorities, the Federation of Jewish Relef Organisations 
made immediate enquiries of its representative in Russia, and also of the 
Soviet Embassy in London. A telegram has been received from” the 
l’ederation'’s representative in Russia stating that the reports are without 
foundation, and this is confirmed in a letter from the Soviet hmbassy, 
which sent a telegram of enquiry to Moscow. The letter from the 
Embassy states that “the rumours current in the Foreign Press to 


the effect that the baking of Matzoth will be prohibited in the U.5.5.R.. 


have no foundation whatsoever and vo such prohibitions are existing, or 
are contemplated.” 

The Federation has reserved 100 tons of flour for issue to the destitute 
Jews in Russia just before Passover, to enable them to bake their own 
Matzoth. Only twenty per cent. of the purchase price has been paid, and 
the Federation is about to launch an appeal for funds to provide the 
balance of the money required.

The Storm Detachments and the Leaders. 

Upto now, no acts of violence have been committed against the 
Jews. Inview of the circumstances in which we are now living, it 
is not. worth while to dwell upon the few isolated incidents which 
have taken place. . There were some bloody skirmishes between 
the Nazis and the Communists, but the Jews were nowhere attacked. 
Qrders have .been given to the Storm Detachments to keep the 
peace and maintain discipline. It must be admitted that the first week 
of the Hitler regime was in respect of anti-Semitic terrorism, perhaps 
the quietest for many months. It must also be stated that one 
occasionally pictured the inception of this regime quite differently. 

Unfortunately, what can be stated of their subordinate, and, as 
if seems, obedient and well disciplined. Storm Detachment men, 
cannot be said of the Nazi leaders. The Nazi leaders. continue the 
anti.Jewish propaganda as before. The Nazt. papers: still speak 
sbout. Asiatic (which means Jewish) culture, and the now semi 
official VORLKISCHER BROBACHTER speaks of the beginning of a new 
era in the history of the German nation, “not adulterated with 
Jews. 

> Several Jewish periodicals have been of late reminding the 
Nazi leaders of their political responsibilities, but the impression 
prevails that they are turning a deaf ear to such admonitions. 
There remains nothing for the Jewish public bodies but to appeal 
again and again to the old President, the custodian of the German 
Constitution, and also, as it is hoped, the guardian of Jewish 
civil rights. On entering upon his office, Adolf Hitler made a solemn 
vow to Hindenburg to respect the Constitution. Certain Jewish 
circles considered it necessary to remind public opinion that the 
Constitution. to which Hitler has sworn fidelity, includes the three 
Sections 109, 128 and 135 which ensure equal rights to all Germans, 
irrespective of fajth. 


The First Election Speech. 


The distribution of administrative offices in the Reich in general, 
and in Prussia, where two-thirds of German Jewry lives, in particular, 
caused serious alarm to the Jewish population. It is true that von 
Papen is the Commissioner for Prussia, and his duty is to control 
the activities of the Nazi Géring, whois the acting Commissioner for 
the Prussian Ministry of the Interior, But it is only so in theory. In 
practice, hundreds of thousands of German Jews and tens of 
thousands of East-European Jews are now dependent on Goéring’s 
officials, and it is easy to imagine the dismay of the Jews when a 
rumour became current that Helldorf, the hero of the Bosh 
Hashana anti-Semitic excesses in Berlin in 1931, was the prospective 
candidate -for the post of the Berlin Chief-of-Police, A: few 
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days before Hitler came into power, Givebbels wrote that the Nazis 
would be able to get rid of the Jews “ without resorting to pM ramis 
wnd bloodshed.” It proved to be true that the new regime has not 
made pogroms and has not shed Jewish blood, but will the new

Professor Cohn to Go. 


Professor Ernst Cohn, the retention of whose position at 
Breslau University was regarded by Gérman Jewry as a kind of test 
case to indicate whether a Jew has any right in present-day 
Germany to hold a professorial position, has to go, as a result of the 
new situation created by Hitiel’s Chencellorship. The ‘Rector, 
Professor Brocketman, who only a few days ago declared that he 
and the entire Senate and Professorial Board would stand behind 
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Professor Cohn, and would on no account allow Nazi student terrorism 
to dictate to them who was qualified to be a professor at the Unt- 
versity, hasnow written to Professor Cohn that he isunable any longer 
to guarantee the safety of those students who attend bis lectures. 
He has withdrawn the police who were stationed in the University 
building to prevent Nazi disorder, and cancelled all other measures 
which had been taken to assure Professor Cohn's position. The 
Nazis students have threatened that all students who attend 
Professor Cohn's lectures will be thrown out of the windows. 
Professor Colin has in consequence posted a notice on the University 
notice hoard announcing that he has suspended his lectures for 
the time being. He has at the same time lodged a complaint with 
the Ministry of Education. ,

POLAND.—The editor of the EXPRESS WILENSKI, a Conservative 
hewspaper published in Vilna, has been sentenced to four months 
imprisonment and a fine of 5,000 zlotys (£170 at par) for writing and 
publishing an article defaming the Jewish religion.

The Director of Health writes in a somewhat depressed vein. 
There is so much he knows needs doing; the means at: his disposal 
are so limited. “Very considerable economies already made,” he 
says, “definitely prejudiced the efficiency of the Public Health 
Service, and unless posts and eventually 
restored, there will be a decline rather than an expansion in 


the measures necessary for the control of epidemic and endemic 
disease.

Such a decline may seriously affect the economic develop- 
ment of the country.” Continuing, he laments the decision to post- 
pone the construction of a new mental hospital, rendered all the more 
necessary by the virtual financial collapse of the Ezrath Nashim 
Society and of the Mental Hospital dependent on it. As a temporary 
measure accommodation had to be adapted to take thirty of the non- 
paying patients from the Jewish institution and to provide for 
twenty other dangerous cases that were at large.

ago, we, successfully floated the Tel-Aviv Municipal Loan of £75,000, 
which American financiers regarded as a very sound investment.’ 

Mr. Dizengoff said that having regard to the fact that Tel-Aviv 
is becoming the centre of attraction for Jews in Western Europe and 
the Orient, they were all interested in the development of the city 
in order to make it self-supporting and give it the necessary facilities 
for production and industrialisation. Such a task was usually 
undertaken by Governments or Municipalities. In Palestine, how- 
ever, neither the Government nor the Municipality could undertake 
it because of various local causes. That was why he had established 
the “ Tel-Aviv Development Company,’ which had undertaken this 
task of developing the industrialisation of the city. The Company 
bad three aims: 

(1) The creation of a special industrial zone ; 

(2) The development of the sea-shore in order to make it an 
attractive health resort for tourists; and 

(3) The development of Exhibitions and Fairs. 

While in this country he would make it his business to get in 
touch with those who were interested in this Company's project, the 
first step of which was to buy a large area of land within close 
proximity of the city for the purpose of erecting factories. te 

“The Company is offering shares to the value of £50,000 which 
will be used for, among other purposes, drainage, buildings, power, 
and soon. This zone will be divided into three sections—firstly, 
for new industries; secondly, workshops for artisans, and thirdly, 
workers’ dwellings.’ 

In the new immigration, said Mr. Dizengoff, there were a 
considerable number of small capitalists, experienced in certain 
small industries and coming from such places as Warsaw and Lodz, 
who were precisely the people to thrive in this proposed industrial 
zone, but who had not the necessary capital to purchase land and 
erect factories, 

“T hope,” he said in conclusion, “to meet those who are 
prepared to make a sound investment.” 

His stay in this country is to be of about three weeks’ duration,

ing for a considerable reduction of this overdraft. On top of these diffi 
culties, the Club has incurred a hability running into four figures in con 


nnection with the construction by the Corporation of a new road adjoining - 


the Club Playing Fields and already £150 has been expended on the 
erection of a hoarding to enclose that part of the ground.

RICHARD OF BORDEAUX (New). 

The year has not advanced many weeks, but it is quite safe t, 
declare this production of John Gielgud’s and his acting in the rile of 
Richard I1, one of the leading dramatic events of 19338. The importanesr 
of the play is very far above its sheer artistic merit, high thongh thi. 
undoubtedly is. There has been much sincere fumbling and groping 
with the “period” problem, and each noble failure has taught nw. 
a little more. Now Gordon Daviot, like some very intelligent engine:, 
whose work is much more an art than a pragmatic progression, has« 
established something in form, expression and spirit which may }b 
safely taken, anyhow for the next dozen years, as a sound basis f» 
treating historical subjects dramatically. The characters speak in 
clear, modern nelish, avoiding, of course, ana hronisms of Xpression 
and yet interpreting the views and emotions of the Gehearacters hr 
languade sich as would be employediby men and women Sf to-day wit! 
similar personalities similarly placed as to circumstance and period 
An analysis of this serious question of temporal transiation mast lead 
the thoughtfal into a vastly intricate lield of speculation. But I wo 
not suggest that there is anything intricate or immed ately complex in th, 
play. It is merely that the particular technique of the wriffg 
opening a way to subtle and difficnit cogitation, Miss Gord&® Daviot cho 
well when she selected England's second Richard for her drama. It woe 
a time when the nation was regaining self-conscious identity after th. 
Anglo-Norman fusion. and was as nationally tender and easily inflamed | 
newly grafted tissue. England was in some ways. similar to modern 
Germany. Communism could claim a large minority of the people ani 
national militarism had been intoxicated by Crecy and snubbed by tl), 
miserable anti-climax which followed. It was a time for a tactfu! 
dictator—and England feti to an impetuous, sensuous, youth, with th 
alternative of power-lusting, stupid Prussianism. It seems unnece 
sary to my mind to regard the young Richard as a baffling 
and contradictory character. Mr. Gielgud in his brilliant study of the 
King is obviously not baffled at the character he has to portray. H 
very sureness approaches genius in interpretation. He shows us Richard 
idealising his desires, intelligenf, selfishly impetuous, lovably human, bi! 
streaked with a mean egotism that shows like a scar whenever he is 
flushed with success: easily bored and fundamentally cynical, the states 
man’s brain with the vain girl's emotions. Itis a magnificent performan 
and places Gielgud as an actor quite definitely on a pithacie. The fulne: 
and ripeness of the dramatic triumph is completed by @ perfectly con 
ceived study of Anne, his queen, by Gwen Ffrangcon-Davies. She give 
us a masterpiece of dramatic discretion, spreadS the atmosphere o| 
period, finishes the portrait of her husband by means that defy 
analysis and mysteriously but unmistakably explains to us chivalry as 
a creed of life. Don’t ask me how or ig what she achieves this. It i- 
pure and faultless intuition, She nd Mr. Gielgud are splendidly, 
supported by a large cast. including Eric Stanley, Ben Webster. 
Kinsey Peile, H. R. Hignett. Frederick Lioyd, Francis Lister, Henry 
Mollison, Donald Wolfit. Walter Hudd, Richard Ainley and Reyne: 
Barton. These are, merely, in programme order, the artists responsible fi 
major parts--they all deserve detailed ‘praise for which space is not 
available. The author has brilliantly differentiated these characteprran:| 
they are living and vital factors in the story. I quarrel with=Tler view 
Bolingbroke (the future Henry 1V.), a view to which Henry Mollison has 
been loyaliy faithful —but it is a view worthy of respectful tisagreement 
Bolingbroke had bits of greatness in him. He was confused by hi 
conscience. Chance denied him security. It was not he himself whe 
was so little self-assured that he had to employ boasting and conceit to 
gain a grain of selfl-approval. At least that has always been my view 
Mr. Gielgud, in his production, has thrown the emphasis on costaume—quit 
rightly. The dresses are lovely, and convincingly lovely, and the actors wea: 
them with a sense of their significance. I don’t like anything in the 
nature of moral bullying, but I will risk saying that everybedy who aspire- 
to any opinions on contemporary drama simply must, as a dpty to hi 
aspirations, sec this production. I can assure him of a foo

As a bandit leader of a gang, no pretty face, ne 
flagrant sex-appeal could shake him in the solemn duties of his romantic 
career. But that indefinable mystery of mysteries, charm, so easily an 
naturally exercised by Yvonne Arnaud, was an engine of love, against whic): 
the king of the kidnappers had no defensive armour. And so the means 
to the prize became the prize itself and 1 suppose the gapg had to be 
content—or was it dissolved in a holocaust of double-crossing? Anyhow 
so delightful was Yvonne Arnaud’s Version of Mra. Lorimer that |! 
was thankful to the author for seeing to it that during her detention 
in the old castle thoughtfully fitted out by some far-seeing, medieval, 
crested thug with secret passages in every panel and picture, she was 
treated with delicate care and afforded every comfort of bed and board 
even to a supply of clothing. It is all very amusing, and there are quite 
a lot of pleasantly funny situations, misunderstandings and other little 
piquancies that go to make up a cheerful evening at the theatre. A 
bright comedy like this should please a large audience, because 
there is the charm of Mr. Massey to entertain the ladies, and the charm 
of Yvonne Arnaud which, I believe. is of that rare kind that is equally 
appreciated by women as by men. If you want an evening's sound anid 
simple amusement, not too strong to involve in certain moods a heavy 
reaction afterwards, I could not prescribe better than a visit to the Globe.
